HIS GOVERNMENT ON KHRUSHCHEV SUGGESTION OF TRADE CUBAN

TO REMIND NAC THAT JUPITERS HAD BEEN PLACED IN TURKEY 

AT REQUEST OF COUNCIL, WERE THERE FOR DEFENSE OF NATO 
AND THEREFORE IT WAS QUITE PROPER FOR PRESIDENT AND ALL 
OTRER NAC MEMSERS TO REFUSE TO CONSIDER ANY TRADE WHAT- 
SOEVER, ANY CHANGE IN THIS DEPLOYMENT MUST BE APPROVED 
BY NAC AS WHOLE. HIS GOVERNMENT ASKED HIM EMPHAS|ZE 
HOWEVER HOw UNFORTUNATE 17 WAS THAT PRESS IN SEVERAL
